AMAZED AT AMERICAN PROGRESS. 


Stirred by the progress of American indus- 
tries, the German and English governments 
are sending scientists and expert mechanics 
and artisans to this country to study the 
methods and machinery of American manu- 
facturers. 

The part contributed by Chicago to the 
success of the United States in the interna- 
tional competition has already led these ex- 
perts to this city in the hope of learning 
something by which their governments and 
people Will de able te benefit and gain re- 
newed impetus in the contest for commercial 
honors. 

Tjard Schwarz, Imperial High Director of 
Marine, and Professor E. von Halle, mechan- 
ical expert, both of the German navy, left 
Chicago yesterday after studying in this 
country incognito for months. . They inspect- 
ed all the great shipbuilding yards in the 
Bast, the immense factories of Massachu- 


| setts, inquiring particularly into the effect- 


tiveness of the machinery and the modes of 
operation. They came clothed with the im- 
perial authority with which the Kaiser is 
accustomed to send out seekers after knowl- 
edge. Like Li Hung Chang when he visited 
this country several years ago and the Chi- 
nese Ambassador, Wu Ting Fang, recently, 
they asked questions about everything they 
saw. observed and absorbed. 
When they found a piece of machinery they 
not understand they agked to have it 
Sheet and then, piece by piece, recon-. 
structed so they could demonstrate the work- 
ings of the wonder creating machinery of 
this and other cities. They went unheralded 
into shops and factories. They saw ships in 
process of construction and watched the 
‘finest machinists in the world at their jathes 
or beside machines which to them seemed 
almost inspired with life. When they de- 
parted they expressed no surprise that the 
United States had forged to the front so 
quickly, rather implying by their manner 
that such a course. was inevitable. 


Dr. Wever Assists Them. 

Upon their arrival in Chicago the experts 
@a@ietly sought but Dr. Walter Wever, the 
German Consul, and informed him of their 
mission. He placed himself at their disposal 
in accordance with the orders of the Kaiser, 
which advised all representatives of the Ger- 
man Empire to furnish his agents with every 
means of gathering information and knowl- 
edge of American industries. Being com- 
paratively a new arrival himself, Dr. Wever 
felt the necessity of having a guide in order 
that the experts might see everything pos- 
sible in the shott time they were tostay. He 
requested Fred F. Bennett of the Chicago 
Pneumatic Tool company to accompany them 
and escort them through the factories where 
the most information was to be obtained. 
Mr. Bennett took them to South Chicago, 
where it was hoped they would find one of 
the steamers which are bearing Chicago 
products across the waters to Germany with- 
out transfer. All these vessels, however, 
had sailed, so the visitors were disappointed. 

When a hammer operated by compressed 
air was shown the visitors they insisted on 
having it taken apart and its intricacies ex- 
plained to them. 

See Farm Tools Made. 

From the shipyards the party visited the 
great agricultural implement factories. Sev- 
eral of these now are sending cargoes of im- 
plements across the waters to enable the 
| Huropean farmers to till the soil with the 
most modern machinery. Two shiploads al- 
ready have been carried by the Northwestern. 
Steamship company’s vessels. Other Chi- 
cago machinery will follow, and it was the 

manufacture of this that the experts wished 
to learn of. 

In the great factories they had an excellent 
opportunity to see how American working- 
men are managed. They evinced consider- 
| able interest in this They saw hundreds of 
men moving apparently without the least 
friction or delay, executing the orders of 
their superintendents without the necessity 
of having foremen on every hand to see that 
mechanics did their work properly. 

The Germans felt that they well could 
have put in @ large part of the time spent 
im this country in Chicago, but their orders 
compelled haste. They had: visited the 
Crampe yards and those of the Trigg com- 
pany at Richmond, Va., the Bath, Me., the 
American, and the New York ship building 
companies. 

From this city they went to Buffalo, where 
they wil inspect the tool display at the 
exposition. Then, filled with new ideas, 
they will return to their country to set their 
ruler and his people to thinking of the im- 
provements and advancement they must 
make to compete with the American me- 
chanic and his product. 


British Artisans Coming. - 

Another illustration of the careful scrutiny 
of the American mechanic and his ways+ 
and the result of his work is the expedition 
now being organized in the United Kingdom 
to send English workingmen to the Buffalo 
exposition. A number of Scotch and Eng- 
lish uniom men are organizing the Red 
Letter Artisan Expedition to America” at 
Dundee. Expert mechanics and master 
workmen will be brought to study American 
methods with a view to transplanting them 
to English soil. 

The ranks ef the expedition will represent 
all the artisans of the English-speaking peo- 
ple abroad.

Story Told by Carew. 

Campbell, according to Carew, first ap- 
peared in Chicago about five years ago. At 
that time Carew was a broker and a pro- 
moter. Campbell called upon him and showed 
a contract that he had with George D. Bur- 
ton of Boston. Burton is an expert electri- 
clan and the inventor of over 300 patents. 
The contracts shown by Campbell called 
for an interest in all these patents. One—the 
most valuable—was a system to smelt ore by 


| electricity, reducing the cost of reduction to 
almost nothi It contgined a list of States 
and the price Burton demanded in royalty in 


each one. The amounts ranged from $30,000 
to $80,000 a State. Campbell agreed to sell 
one-half interest in his contract for $250,000 
and an interest in the profits. He presented 
letters from the Governor of California and 
other leading men on the coast. 

Carew interested several Chicago parties 
and they sent to Boston for a small working 
model of the invention. This was shipped to 
Carew, and demonstrated what Campbell 
had claimed. | 


Sells a Halt Interest. 
pbell sold a half interest 
in his contract to Carew for $250,000, reserv- 


Campbell then went to C. A. Pogue and sold 
him the other half of his contract. Pogue, 
ke Carew, was given a little time to deliver 
the cash. Then Campbell went to Peacock’s 
jewelry store on State street and bought 
$1,100 worth of diamonds for his wife, who 
was coming to Chieago from California. He |. 
left the Burton contract as security. | | 

Campbell, when buying the diamondsstold 
Peacock’s clerk that he owned 50,000 acres 
of land in the South, but did not live there. 
He said he liked Chicago and Chicago peo- 
ple and expected to make this city his home. 
He bought on credit among other jewelry a 
diamond ring worth $400, a set of earrings 
valued at , and a cane that cost $20.

MAY GET DOLLAR 
COKE IN CHICAGO 


Test Now in Progress at IIli- 
nois Steel Works Likely 
to Revolutionize the 

Industry. 


DOES WORK REQUIRED. 


Satisfactory Smelting Is Actual- 
ly Done with Fifty-one 
Per Cent of Home 

Product. 


ENGINEERS ARE CONFIDENT. 


For four days and nights relaye of chemists, 
engineers, and steel men have been watching 
the Illinois Steel blast furnace at Bridge- 
port, where an experiment is being conducted 
with Illinois coke, which, if successful, will 
revolutionize the steel industry of America. 
The test will not be finished until midnight 
of Thursday, but last night it was generally 
believed that the day of Connellville coke at 
$5.14 a ton was ended, and that Illinois and 
Indiana coke at less than gi a ton would bring! 
to Chicago and its neighborhood all the big 
steel plants of the country. 


Process at First Doubted, 

‘The Leiter coke process was discovered two 
years ago,@nd since then experiment after 
experiment has been made at the works at 
Thirty-fifth and Iron streets. The steel men 
of the West were skeptical at first. All efforts 
to coke the ordinary Western bituminous coal 
had failed and expert engineers had given 
it as their opinion that it never could be done. 

Six or eight months ago the results from the 
Leiter plant began to change their opinions, 
and less than one month ago the process 
showed such remarkable signs of success 
that the Illinois Steel company decided to 
give it a trial. ; 

Making Trial at Bridgeport. 

Blast furnace No. 4, at Bridgeport, was se- 
lected as the trying out place. Mr. Leiter 
was given control of the furnace for one 
week. He gave a $100,000 bond not to let the 
furnace out during the time of experiment. 
The plan of the test was to mix Connellsville 
and Illinois coke—90 per cent of the Penn- 
sylvania and 10 per cent of the local product 
at first—gradually increasing the percentage 
of Leiter coke as conditions permitted. 

When the experiment started it was agreed 
that evenif no morethan 25 per cent of Leiter 
coke was used it would be a big thing for the 
steel manufacturers. 

Last night at midnight f proportions of 
coke were: 
Leiter Ilunois coke... per cent 


)Gennelisvilie coke ..... per cent 


The furnace was running at its top capacity 
and producing pig iron just as if Pennsyl- 
vania coke was being used exclusively. 

Today and tomorrow the proportion of II- 
linois coke will be largely increased, and Vice 
President Foote of the Illinois Steel company 
is willing that for the last day all Connells- 
ville coke be thrown out. | 


‘ Test Progresses Smoothly. 

The chemists who have been constantly 
in attendance have found little or nothing 
to bother them. There is a little more 
sulphur and limestone than in the Penn- 
sylvania product, but these 1 is believed can 
be eliminated. 

Should the Illinois Steel company place 
the stamp of its approv™l on Illinois coke 
the effect on the steel ind& will be far- 
reaching. The difference of ver $4 in cost 
in coke will mean a lessening by 83 a ton 
of the cost of steel rails. A difference of 
10 cents a ton in rails has been sufficient to 
secure contracts for millions of dollars. 

Then again it will mean the shifting of 
the big steel plants of America from the 
Pittsburg district to Chicago. With the ore 
at the north end of Lake Michigan and the 
coke at the lower end it will mean the sav- 
ing of millions of dollars in an 
charges. | 

Engineer Certain of 

„If we are successful, and I am certain we 
shall be,“ said one of the engineers last 
night, it will mean the location of all the 
steel mills of the country in and around 
Chicago. They will have to come here or be 
driven out of business. Mr. Leiter has an 
enormone fortune in his grasp.”

the navigation of the vessel, which was being 
driven about practically in charge of a dog 
maddened by thirst, the German bark Planet 
was fallen in with by the Philadelphia trans- 


atiantic line steamship Crown Point, Cap 


tain Well, from this city to London, on May 

14, in latitude 49° 36’, longitude 13° 80’. 
Second Officer Bryant of the Crown Point 

was put in charge of the stricken craft and 


succeeded in working it into Queenstown 


harbor on May 28, but not until oe 
mate and Oaptain had died. 


Story of Captain Wall. 
This tale ot the sea has just come to light 


through a report made by Captain Wall to 


the London Board of Trade. On May 14 Cap- 
tain Wall sighted on the horizon the outlines 
of a deep laden bark. Its erratic course ex- 
cited his curiosity and he altered his ship's 
direction a point or so. Soon he saw signals 
of distress hoisted on the stranger and one of 
the Crown Point's boats was lowered in charge 
of the first officer. When the party boarded 


the Planet he found that death, disease, and | 


vermin had laid low the entire crew. | 
The chief officer had died two days previ- 
ously. Captain Buskenneth, stricken at the 
same time, was lying unconscious and the 
second officer was in a bad condition. The 
limbs of all the sailors were badly swollen, 
and many of them had lost all their teeth. 
The deck of the vessel was actually alive 
with scorpions, which had arisen from the 
cargo. They swarmed everywhere and the 
enfeebled men were unable to drive them 
away. The ship's dog; maddened by thirst, 
was running wildly around the deck snapping 


at every one near him. The crew begged that 


the dog be allowed to live and it was tied to 


the main mast, where under proper treatment 
it became quite tame again. 


Save Vessel, but Many Die. 

Captain Wall sent a fresh supply of provis- 
ions and delicacies for the sick seamen and 
Second Officer Bryant was sent to navigate 
the Planet to its destination. Mr. Bryant 
found the crew was too weak to heave the 
cable and he was obliged to slip it after re- 
peated attempts had been made to take the 
disease~-stricken craft in tow. 

On May 1 Captain Buskenneth died, never 
regaining consciousness from the moment 
he was stricken. The second officer’'after 
showing marked signs of improvement died 
on May 24. Finally the harbor of Queens- 
town was made and the scourge-stricken 
derelict was passed into the hands of the 
medical officer. 

The Planet left Mazatlan on Nov. 2 last for | 
the channel for orders, and had consequently 
been at sea for 168 days when the Crown 
Point fell in with it. |

A warrant for the arrest of P. A. West- 
berg, the contractor under whose direction 
the grand stand at the Normal Practice 
School was built, will be taken out today 
by Building Commissioner Kiolbassa. After 
an investigation yesterday the Building 
Commissioner announced that the stand had 
been erected without a permit from the 
Building department, that the lumber was 
rotten, and that an example would be made 
of the contractor. 

Mr. Kiolbassa took with him to the school 

unds yesterday Chief Inspector Barry 
of the Building department and Thomas 
Moran, in whose district the accident of Sat- 
urday occurred. The contractor blamed the 
Board of Education for the accident.

To Make Example of Westberg.

See Chance to Save Coal 


The srobability that the city can save a 
large portion of the coal used in the opera- 
tion of municipal power-houses has interest- 
ed the Public Works department in garbage 
incineration. The only seeming obstacle to 
be overcome is the objection of residents to 
the procession of garbage wagons which 
would deliver the refuse to the stations. 

The success of the Sedgwick street plant 
has demonstrated to the satisfaction of Com- 
missioner Blocki that, with a few changes in 
the plant, no fuel except the garbage will be 
necessary. By burning twenty tons of refuse 
daily the plant has maintained a pressure of 
seventy pounds of steam. If 100 pounds can 
be secured the pressure will be sufficient. 
By arranging for the consumption of forty 
tons daily it is thought that the requisite 
pressure can be obtained. 

With this plan successful, the possibility of 
operating every electric power-house and 
pumping station in the city is open. As 100 
pounds of steam require a consumption of 
twelve tons of coal daily, the great saving 
to the city if garbage can be substituted for 
coal is apparent. The small crematory at 
Sedgwick street, according to the commis- 
sloner's figures, will save $9,000 a year.

ing held this afternoon at the Waldorf- 
Astoria negotiations were brought to a close 
which will. result In the absorption of the 
Colorado Fuel and Iron company by the 
United States Steel corporation, better known 
as the steel trust. Those who attended the 
meeting were Jo J. Mitchell, James C. 
Hutchins, John Lambert, Isaac L. Ellwood, 
representing the Colorado concern, and rep- 
resentatives of J. Dan Morgan for the 
steel trust. 

The meeting lasted all the afternoon, and at 
its close no one of the conferees was willing 
to speak concerning the transaction. 

From other sources it was learned, how- 
ever, that the deal was practically closed and 
the offer of the steel trust to buy in Colorado 
Fuel at a price not far from 170 was ac- 
cepted. 

The culmination of the transaction is re- 
garded with great satisfaction by John W. 
Gates and his associates, who have been 
largely instrumental in the deal. 

Negotlations had been pending for some 
time for the sale of the Colorado Fuel and 
Iron company tothe United States Steel Cor- 
poration, and the rapid advance of the stock 
indicated the progress of the negotiations. 
The stock was selling a week ago at 1005. 
and yesterday it closed at 130%, a net gain of 
80%. When the Gates interests bought the 
‘control of the property they secured it at a 
low prices, and have held the stock ever 
since. It cost them about $60 a share on the 
average. A great deal was bought below $50. 

Almost from the time the controlling inter- 
est in the property was secured by John B. 

Gates and his business associates negotia- 
tions have been on in an indefinite way with 
the United States Steel corporation for the 
sale of the property. The United States com- 
pany has no plant in the territory of the West 
which the Colorado company occupies, andit 
could supply that territory only by the pay- 
ment of large freight rates, which would put 
it at a disadvantage with the Colorado con- 
cerm

Buffalo, N. T., June 17.—The Court of Ap- 


second plea for a new trial for Roland B. 
Molineux, the young New York clubman, 
athlete, and chemist, under sentence of death 
for poisoning Mrs. Katherine J. Adams in 
December, 1898, who was the unintended vic- 
tim of a plot veiled by the use of the mails to 
take the Nfe of Harry Cornish, manager of 
athietic sports. Judges Parker, Vann, Bart- 
lett, Gray, O’Brien, Haigh, and Werner, in 
their gowns of black, sat upon the bench to 
hear the famous case, and down at the coun- 
sel’s table were former United States Senator 
David Bennett Hill, who holds the brief of the 
people, and John G. Milburn, President of the 
Pan-American Exposition, who espouses the 
cause of the young prisoner at Sing Sing. 
With Hill sat Assistant District Attorney 
Lebar Bier of New York, and grouped about 
Milburn were George Gordon Battle and 
Bartow 8. Weeks, who defended Molineux at 
his trial, General Molineux, father of the 
prisoner, and David N. Carvalho, handwrit- 
ing expert, who advised the defense. 

The printed record of the case is the largest 
even submitted in the State in a criminal 
ease, and upon its consideration during the 
interim between now and the fall session of 
the court rests the decision. The oral argu- 
ment submitting the briefs is to be short, 
and it is expected it will be concluded by to- 
morrow afternoon. The officers of the court, 
fearing the annoyance of a large crowd, 
locked the outer doors of the Supreme Court 
room, and admitted oe privileged few by a 
private entrance. 

Assistant District e Le Barbleur of 
New York, who is assisting Mr. Hill, was the 
first to appear, and after him came Bartow 


S. Weeks and George Gordon Battle, who de- 


fended Molineux at his trial in New York. 
With them were General Molineux, the aged 
father of the defendent, and David N. Car- 
valho, the handwriting expert, who advised 
the defense at the trial.

Attorneys for Defense Try to 
Break Down Witnesses 

for the State. 


New Tork, June 17. —[ Special, }—The case 
of the State of New Jersey against Thomas 
G. Barker, charged with feloniously assault- 
ing the Rey. John Keller at Arlington, N. J.. 
2 Feb. 3 last, began before Judge John A. 
Blair in the Court of General Sessions, Jer- 
sey City, at 10 o'clock today. With perhaps 
the single exception of the Bosschieter mur- 
der in Paterson last fall and the trial of the 
four participants in that affair, no criminal 
event in New Jersey in years has attracted 
greater attention or has been so generally 
discussed and argued from all points of view 
as has this curious case. It was not the 
mere fact of the deadly assault itself, shock- 
ing as that was, which so intensely moved 
people. It was the motive given by the as- 
sallant for his action. 

In explaining why on a Sunday morning 
he shot down in the streets of Arlington a 
clergyman generally beloved and respected 
Barker made a charge against his victim so 
horrible that its bare recital stirred men’s 


itself. If it were true, they said, no man 
that had the spirit of a man could marvel 
at Barker being driven to frenzy on hearing 
the story from the lips of his wife. 

On the other hand, if the charge was based 
on a half-crazed woman's hallucination or 
if it was a malicious falsehood, never was 
there a man more cruelly wronged than was 
the Rev. John Keller. 


Jury in Thirty-five Minutes. 

In spite of all the bitter factional feeling 
which the case has stirred up, it only took 
thirty-five minutes from the time the first 
eoeee was called today till the jury was com- 
plete 

The one absorbing question in everybody's 
mind at the opening of the case today was 
whether the real question involved in the 
controversy would be brought out in the 
evidence. The point was whether the rules 
of evidence would permit the telling of 
the story in open court which Mrs. Barker in 
her own home, and when all but distracted 
with shame and physical prostration, is al- 
leged to have told her husband—the story, in 
a word, that was the motive of the crime. 

The one thing that everybody had been sure 
would happen did happen. Marshall W. Van 
Winkle, the counsel for Barker, did not make 
merely a feint at confuting the fact of the 
assault itself. On the contrary, with all the 
devices and contentions known to the mys- 


| tery of legal fencing, he fought apparently 


with sheer desperation every scrap of testi- 
mony that went to establish that Mr. Barker 
had shot down Mr. Keller. 

Witness after witness testified to seeing 
Barker shoot the clergyman. Other wit- 
nesses testified to seeing him and identifying 
him running away from the scene of his 
erime. Still another witness testified to run- 
ning after him, catching up with him, and 
hearing from his own lips the confession 


that he had shot Mr. Keller and that he was | 


only sorry he had not killed him. These 
witnesses he attacked and harassed with a 
re of cross-questions, and made strong ap- 
als to the court against the admission of 
their evidence.

Donlin and Williams, as he is reported to 
have said. The agreement at Chicago was 
for each club to sign no more than three 
National men. This limit was afterward 
raised to four, and each club named its men. 

“I went to Hot Springs, believing that all 
the signing ‘had been done and that this 
agreement would. be lived up to, only to find 
that Chicago, Boston, and Philadelphia 
were busily engaged in signing every Na- 
tional man they ceuld get. They had seven 
er eight apiece, as they still have, and I

King’s 
trial ended two weeks ago, but sentence was 
suspended until today. | | 

Attorneys for the defense gave notice of an 
appeal, which was allowed, and was made 
returnable to the United States Court of Ap- 
peals at New Orleans, the prisoner being re- 
leased on $10,000 bonds. King was arrested 
here in January by secret service officers. 

Complaint had been made to the Treasury

Just before hie arrest he received a pay- 
ment of $1,000 from J. M. Hobson, a Wash- 
ington contractor. The money was marked 
before it was paid to King, and was accepted 
as evidence by. the court.

to Mobile, meeting by appointment J. M. 

Hobson, who drew $1,000 in currency from 

a bank in Mobile. The secret service agent 

made a record of the number and series of

Hobson, who had an appointment with 

Captain King, met him and paid the marked 

money over to him. King’s arrest followed. 

In the United States Marshal's office King 

was searched and $1,000 in notes was taken 

from him.

CHILE FAILS TO COLLECT DAM- 
AGES FROM UNITED STATES, 


by Deciding That the South Amer- 
‘fean Steamship Company Is Not En- 
titled to Recompense Because of the 
Pursuit and Capture, of the Filibus- 
ter in 1891—All Cases Between the 
Two Republics New Settled. 


Ww n, D. C., June 17.—The United 
States and Chilean Claims commission com- 
pleted its work today. The last case toe be de- 
cided was.that involving the seizure in 1891 
of the Chilean vessel Itata by the authori- 
ties of the United States on the ground that 
the steamer was carrying a cargo of centra- 
band arms to Chile. The claim was for 
$240,255, with interest, and was made by the 


South American Steamship company, which 


had chartered the ship to the Chilean govern- 
ment. 

The decision of today dismisses the case. 
Minister Pioda of Switzerland, President of 
the commission, and Mr. Gage, the American 
commissioner, agreed in this view, while 
Minister Vicuna of Chile dissented. The com- 
mission sums its findings as follows: 

1. That the damage alleged by the plain- 
tiffs were not occasioned by any unjustifia- 
ble action on the part ef the United States; 
that the Itata was not pursued by the naval 
authorities of the United States upon the high 
seas into Chilean waters, induced to sur- 
render by display of superior force, and 
brought back under duress. 

2. That the Itata was voluntarily placed 
at the disposal of the United States by the 
provisional government of Chile. 

38. That there was probable cause for the 
detention of the Itata at Santiago by the 
authorities of the United States, and there- 
fore no wrong was done. 

4. That the claimant has brought suit 
in the courts of Chile against the government 
ef Chile to recover damages upon the identi- 
cal claim that is here set up against the 
United States; that the company has recov- 
ered judgment thereon, and that these judg- 
ments have been paid to the company by the 
government of Chile. The case must there- 
fore be dismissed.”’ 

Another important case decided today was 
that of the Central and South American 
Telegraph company agains¢ Chile, growing 
out of a tax ef two cents a message levied 
on 
awarded $4,000 damages. . 

During the sessions of the commission there 
have been seventeen cases against Chile and 
two against the United States. The total of 
American claims against Chile was $3,400,000, 
and of this $28,062, or .084 per cent has been 
awarded by the commission. The two Chilean 
claims against this government were the 
Itata case, disposed of today, and that of 
Richard Trumbull, who was awarded $3,000 
for services to the United States Legation in 
Chile in an extradition case some years ago.

CONSTANT TRACTION SCANDALS. 
Whether the effect be to accredit pub- 
lic ownership or not, it is in point, apropos 
ot the current jon steals in Pennsyl- 
-vania, to take a look backward over the 
history of street railway grants in this 
country and to note the scandalous charac- 
ter of that history. Though concerned with 
the most urgent necessity of present day 
urban development, such grants have come 
to be a synonym for public debauchery, and 
their story during the forty years since 
they began generally to be made is, from 
start to finish, blackened and characterized 
by corrupt deals between elected per- 
sons and promoters. 

The first grant of the sort in Balti- 
more, for example, made in 1859, was 
the subject of public scandal, protesting 
mass-meetings, and a bitter and diversified 
but fruitless contest which was carried, 
even to the Legislature. Half a dozen years 
later the Illinois Legislature passed, against 
public protest and over Governor Oglesby’s 
veto, the ninety-nine-year act. In 1884 the 
Broadway grant was secured by bribing 
twenty-two out of the twenty-four members 
of the New York Board of Aldermen with 
a fund of $750,000. Some of the cuiprits 
were imprisoned; then prosecutions ceased. 

In 1895 the Buffalo City Council passed 
and the Mayor approved a five-cent fare or- 
dinance for sixty-six miles of new lines in 
the face of an offer of a three-tickets-for-10- 
cents rate for the same lines on terms ap- 
proximately the same in other respects, and 
the grant was “fonght in the courts” by 
citizens to no purpose. A year or two later 
the Ohio Legislature passed the notorious 
fifty-year extension law for all the Cin- 
cinnati street railways. In 1898 and 1899 
the Missouri Legislature and the St. Louis 
City Council fastened upon that city an 
unregulated five-cent fare street railway 
monopoly for something like forty years, 
and the people were so inured to being 
“sold out in such matters that they simply 
remained utterly apathetic. 

In the spring of 1899 the Indiana Legisla- 
ture and the Indianapolis City Council im- 
posed upon the latter city a thirty-five-year 
street car monopoly against which public 
protest was raised in vain. In the follow- 
ing December a similar event took place 
in Milwaukee, except that the defiant— 
though ineffective—mass-meetings were pe- 
culiarly numerous and prolonged. A tew 
months ago the Columbus City Council 
granted an extension of street railway 
privileges with a four-cent fare in the face 
of a reliable offer of three-cent fares, and 
the subsequent Mayoralty election regis- 
tered popular resentment which was only 
as helpless as it was pronounced, | 

Now come the Governor and Legislature 
of Pennsylvania, with the Mayor and City 
Council of Philadelphia, and perpetuate 
upon the people of that city a steal the | 
minimum money import of which was fixed 
by Mr. Wanamaker’s rejected offer at $2,- 
500,000, while its real money value is not 
even approximately known by the public, 
Other Pennsylvania cities are also scheduled 
for the consummation of similar steals in

Motormen do not court accidents of this 
kind, They live in hourly and momentary 
dread of just such occurrences as that which 
crushed out the life of this little girl, it 
does not appear that the car was running 
at an excessive speed or that any reason- 
able precaution was neglected. The child 
ran in front of the car when there wus 
no time in which to stop it. She fell on the 
fender, but rolled off under the wheeis. 
Every motive of humanity and of self-in- 
terest must have prompted the motorman 
to do all he could to save the child, The 
man who has run over and mangled a 
human deing under such circumstances is 
sufficiently wretched without the threat of 
a mob to lynch him. : 
It is hard to see how accidents of this 
kind can be avoided entirely, The cars 
cannot be run at such a slow speed that 
they can be stopped instantly when a child 
darts in front of one of them. Children 
were killed in this Way even in the days 
of horse cars. Parents cannot keep their 
children always in the house or have hold of 
their hands at all times. They usually are 
busy people and must let their children be 
out of their sight a part of the time. The 
| must be in the streets more or 
legs, for there is no other place for them to 
goinacity. It is hard to get them to realize 
the dangers they incur; adults do not always 
do so themselves. Usually the fender on 
a street car averts a fatality, as it did 
in the case of a boy who was struck by a 
car on the same day as the other accident.

They 
say these concerns give out stenches 
which make it almost impossible to live in 
the neighborhood, and as a consequence the 
value of property is lessened. | 

The inhabitants of wards in all parts of the 
city are in a position to sympathize with 
the people who have to live near the Archer 
avenue nuisances. § Rendering-house 
stenches are confined to no one locality. 
Sometimes they flood the North Side, and 
when the wind changes they nauseate Hyde 
Park. Fashionable and unfashionable 
quarters are alike familiar with the pene- 
trating and sickening odors that are gen- 
erated somewhere in the Stock-Yards 
region. 
It may be that these Fourth and Firth 

ard plants which are complained of emit 

only petty, local stenches, and are not re- 
sponsible for the sufferings of North and 
West Siders. Nevertheless, the inhabitants 


of those parts of the city will be delighted 


to back up their afflicted brethren near 
Archer avenue, for if the Council can be 
induced to order away small stink manu- 
factories it may be persuaded to order away 
‘the larger ones which are at times .an of- 
tense to the whole city. | 
Perhaps these concerns can be dealt with 


effectively only by putting them outside the | 


city. The Council has power to regulate 
rendering establishments. It has enacted 
ordinances designed to prevent the escape 
into the air of noisome gases from them. 
These ordinances have been of so little serv- 
ice, owing to the inability or unwillingness 
of Health Department officials to en- 
force them, that a better remedy for the 
nuisance must be devised. 
The Council is empowered to prohibit any 
offensive or unwholesome business or estab- 
lishment within or within one mile of the 
limits of the corporation. The offensive 
concerns in the Fourth and Fifth Wards 
can be made to move out of the city. The 
same thing can be done with like concerns 
in other wards. The city limits are so ex- 
tensive now that these stench factories, 
when ordered to move on, will have to go 
a long distance to find a new location. |

this, it behooves the men who run these 
offensive places to mend their ways. If 
they cannot or will not reform, then they 
will have to be ordered off the municipal

source of revenue and not used directly for 
educational or religious purposes. In some 
instances, probably, the real estate in ques- 
tion can be made to pay taxes. In other in- 
stances the courts will doubtless hold it ex- 
empt. The present constitution authorizes 
the General Assembly to exempt from taxa- 
tion property used exclusively for school, 
religious, or charitable purposes. The con- 
stitution of 1848 went farther than this. It 
authorized the exemption from taxation of 
such property as the General Assembly 
might deem necessary for school and re- 
ligtous purposes. A church or college or- 
ganized since 1870 cannòt claim exemption 
from taxation for a building owned by it 
unless it is used to preach or teach in. An 
institution chartered prior to 1870 and grant- 
ed by its charter freedom from taxation on 
all kinds of property owned by it may legiti- 
mately claim that tncome-producing proper- 
ty acquired by it before 170 cannot be 


(taxed. Whether that class of property, if 


acquired by such an institution subsequent 
to 1870 and the change in the policy of the 
State, is exempt from taxation is another 
matter. Much valuable real estate in the 
down-town district is held by religious and 
educational institutions. It is quite proper 
that the Assessor should find out how much, 
if any, of it is legally subject to taxation.

It is the Abbe de Breon, hitherto rector of 
the exceedingly aristocratic: Church of St. 
Germain I’ Augerrois, who has been appointed 
rector of the great metropolitan Church of 
the Madeleine, and if I draw attention to the 
fact it is because his new parish comprises 
the Presidential Palace of the Blysée and 
that he is required to officiate as private 
chaplain in the private chapel of the palace. 

Not alone England, but likewise civiliza- 
tion, owes a deep debt of gratitude to Sir 
Godfrey Lagden, to whom alone belongs 
the credit for restraining the most warlike 
and best equipped native races in Africe 
from taking part in the war in south Africa. 
The Basutos, in particular, who are mag- 
nificent fellows and splendidly armed, had 
a number of old grudges to pay off against 
the Boers, who have all along been distin- 
guished for their maltreatment of the na- 
tive races. The Basutos could not under- 
stand why they should not be allowed to 
fight for their friends, the English, under 
whose protection they lived, against the 
Boers, whom they so abhorred, and it re- 
quired all the tact, diplomacy, and per- 
suasive powers of Sir Godfrey to hold them 
back and to prevent them from taking part 
in the war. 

During the siege of Wepener, when the 
English garrison was so hard pressed, 7,000 
armed Basutos were almost alongside the 
besiegers and could have annihilated the 
Boers by a single rush. But Sir Godfrey's 
wise counsels prevailed with the chiefs, and, 
thanks to him, south Africa was spared the 


- horrors of a native war, a war which would 


have let loose all the bonds now holding in 
check the innate savagery and flerceness of 


the natives. 


Sir Godfrey has had a varied career, and 
twenty-two years ago was clerk to the State 
Secretary of the Transvaal when it was 
under English administration. He was pres- 
ent at the siege of Pretoria in those days, 
was afterward private secretary to General 
Sir Evelyn Wood, acted as war corre- 
spondent for a great metropolitan daily 
throughout the Egyptian campaign, and 
some time afterwards performed the re- 
markable feat of walking on foot through 
the jungle and swamp from Cape Coast 
Castle to the Ashanti stronghold and capi- 
tal, Koumassie. 

Had Sir Godfrey fatled in his duties in 
south Africa, and had the natives com- 
menced to take part in the present war, there 
would have been no knowing where the 
matter would have stopped and whether the 
black men, after having destroyed the Boers, 
would not have turned upon the English and 
driven them by sheer force of numbers into 
the sea.
